This paper is responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated June 25, 2002, which set a 
one-month period for response. 



In response, Applicants elect the invention of Group III, Claims 1, 2, 4-10, 12 and 13 for 
examination, with traverse. Applicants respectfully submit that the class of CD1 blocking agents 
represents a generic claim, and that the election of antibodies should be an election of species in 
the group, not a separate invention. 

While 35 U.S.C. 121 provides that restriction may be required to one of two or more 
independent and distinct., 37 CFR 1.141 provides that a reasonable number of species may still be 
claimed in one application if the other conditions of the rule are met. 

As discussed in MPEP 806.04(a), species, while usually independent, maybe related under 
the particular disclosure. Where inventions as disclosed and claimed are both (A) species under a 
claimed genus and (B) related, then the question of restriction must be determined by both the 
practice applicable to election of species and the practice applicable to other types of restrictions 
such as those covered in MPEP § 806.05 - § 806.05(i). 

It is not possible to define a generic claim with that precision existing in the case of a 
g om tricalt rm (MPEP 806.04(d)). In gen ral, a gen ric claim should includ no mat rial lem nt 
additional to those recit d in the species claims, and must compr h nd within its confin s the 
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
